The whole country appeared to be 
one mass of buffalo moving slowly to 
the northward, he Says, and it was 
only. when actually among them that 
it could be ascertained that the appar- 
ently solid mass was an agglomera- 
tion of innimerable small herds of 
from fifty to two hundred animals, sep- 
arated from the surrounding herds by 
greater or less space, but still separ- 
ated. ‘When I reached a point where 
the hills were. no longer than a mile 
from the road, the buffalo on the hills 
seeing an unusta: object in their rear 
turned, stared an instant, then started 


stampeding atd beinging with them 
the numberless herds th-ough which 
they passed, and pouring down on me 
all the herds, no longer separated, but 
one immense, compact mass of plung- 
ing animals mad with frig-t and as 
irresistible as. an avalanche. Rein- 


front of the; mass was within fifty 
yards, when a few well directed shots 
‘split the herd and sent it pouring off 
in two streams to the-right and left. 
When all had passed they stopped, 
apparently satisfied, many within less 
than one hundred yards. From the 
top of Pawnee Rock I could see from.

rectio.. This whole space was cov- 
ered with buffalo, looking at a dis- 
tance Nke ~ compact mass. a 
From careful information it was es- 
timated that -this herd compriged at 
Yeast four niillion animals.

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THE DOUBLE RED CROSS. 


Emblem of Anti-tuberculosis Workers 
All Over the World. 

The double réd cross, the symbol of 
the war against tuberculosis, was, first 
adopted as the symbol of the Interna- 
tional Anti-tuberculosis association iv 
Serlin in October, 1902. The proposer 
of the symbo! was Dr. G. Sersiron of 
Paris, who is now associated secretary 
of L'Association Centrale Francaise 
Contre la Tuberculose. 

* Today the emblem is being used by 
anti-tuberculosis workers in every part 
of the world, even in Iceland. India, 
South Africa, Labrador, Japan, China 
and the Philippines. The double red 
cross is. similar in shape to a cross 
used frequebtly in the Greek Catbolie 
churebes.and also to the Lorraine cross 
of France. , All of the arms of the 
cross are pdtnted, the two cross arms 
being of the same length. The width 
of the cross is taken as the unit in de- 
termining the proportions. The length 
of the lower arm is seven units, the 
arms are three units on either side, the 
point above the arms two and a half 
units and the distance between the 
arms one and™a balf units. These 
measurements hold good for any size. 

In the United States over 1,200 anti 
tuberculosis associations ‘and commit 
tees, nearly 550 sanitariums and hos. 
pitals, 400 dispensaries and about 200 
open ‘air schools, besides a number of 
other organizations, are using the dou- 
_ble red cross as their emblem. Wher- 
ever it is seen It means war agaipst 
tuberculosis. ; :

WHEN THE EARTH QUAKES 


Stresses and Strains to Which Our 
Globe is Subjected 

When the stairs creak and the fur- 
niture gives out mysterious crackling 
sounds at night we sometimes.sit up 
in bed and wonder if there is a burg- 
lar about, but it doesn’t occur to us 
that what we really hear is an earth- 
quake on a small scale. Tho night 
air has caused the wood to contract 
with a snap, thus. accounting for the 
alarming sounds. This is just exactly 
what the earth is doing periodically. 
To a microbe, reposing on the polish. 
ed surface of the table, this disturb- 
ance. is ect as violent as an 
earthquake is to a human being. 

An earthquake is a terrible thing. 
t comes without warning. It is over 

efore one knows which way to fly, 
and its fury can be .abated by no 
man. 

Yet to the geologist earthquakes are 
only symptoms. They are not, causes 
S50 -much as- fesults—results of great 
stresses and strains within the earth 
that cause eslippings and slidings from 
time to time. If the rocks on the 
shell of the arth slip and grate 
against each other 80 much. as an inch 
along a fissure ten miles in length a 
shiver is felt. A slip of fifteen feet 
along a.course of 200 miles sufficed 
to bring about the terrible San Fran- 
cisco earthquake and fire. ; 

These strains and stresses accumu- 
late steadily within the earth. The 
point at which they have once found 
relief is weaker to resist the ne.t 
strain. It slips again presently.. By 
successive’ movements its sides be- 
come more and more displaced. Rock 
layers, mineral veins, coal seams that 
cross the line of displacement, are 
jogged out of their course. | So are
